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GM asks for abatement for $37 million project

General Motors Corp. Romulus Engine plant represen¬ 
tatives are preparing to ask city officials for another tax 
abatement on $37 million in upgrades to the plant 

The city will schedule a public hearing to solicit public 
input - as well as that of area businesses - about the plan, 
accordiftg to city records. 

Troy Kennedy, a tax manager for the Romulus Engine 
Plant said Tuesday that the abatement would eliminate 
some taxes the company would have to pay on new 
machinery and equipment used for crankline milling 
machines. 

“It’s for improvements on the plant - there aren’t going 
to be any additions (to the plant itself),’’ he said. 

According to the abatement application submitted by 
the automaker, the work began in 2004 and will be com¬ 


pleted in 2008. 

Approving the abatement would save about 68 jobs, but 
not create any new positions at the plant, according to the 
application. But retaining jobs - even if the cost seems 
astronomical - is a priority for the city. 

“The council has to decide whether to approve the 
request and how long to grant the abatement for,” said Tim 
Keyes, the city economic development director 

“In the 1990s. when business was just crazy, we saw 
some applications, but in today’s business climate, we have 
to find ways to retain jobs,” he said. 

General Motors was the recipient of a tax abatement 
from the city 1998. It was the last company to successfully 
apply for al2-year tax abatement The city uses a complex 
points system based on the number of years the company 
has been in the city, the amount of the abatement, the 
amount of dollars generated by the expansion and the 
number of jobs provided. 


There are some questions about the fairness of the for¬ 
mula used for tax abatements - which are based on the 
number of years a company is in the city - when no new 
jobs are created. 

Flank Lopez, the owner of Aztec Manufacturing, a com¬ 
pany that makes cast iron forgings for the auto industry, 
was granted a six year abatement on improvements at his 
plant He said the number of jobs created -or not created 
- should be a bigger factor in approval process. 

“I’ve been in Romulus a long time, and I understand 
that there has to be a fair and consistent formula, Lopez 
said in April, after his request for a 12-year-abatement was 
pared down. “But I’ve created a few jobs for people, an 
companies like GM are consistently moving jobs overseas.” 

Keyes said that’s a good point, but also a very risky 
proposition.

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Gallery to exhibit 
watercolor artists’ work

Gwen Tomkow of Farmington Hills 
has earned renown across the country 
for her paintings. 

Now, art lovers in the Northville area 
will be able see for themselves why. The 
Sherrus Gallery of Fine Art in 
Northville will host an exhibition of her 
work through the end of the month. 

The show, which opened FHday, was 
a long time in the making. Sherri 
Mewha, president of the Sherrus 
Gallery, said that she had admired 
Tomkow’s work for years. Unaware of 
just how well known Tomkow had 
become, Mewha said that she contacted 
Tomkow about teaching a class when 
she first opened her art supply store, 
Awakening.. .the Artist Inside. 

“I just thought she was a wonderful 
artist,” said Mewha “She was one of the 
artists we wanted to bring in when we 
opened the gallery” 

While many of her paintings depict 
the gardens surrounding her home, she 
paints more than just florals. Tomkow 
said that she is equally happy painting 
landscapes—especially the scenes from 
Northern Michigan —or abstracts. In 
fact, Mewha said that the caliber and 
variety of her works is what sets her 
apart from other painters. 

“It’s just not like a lot of other water- 
colors,” said Mewha “I’m not a big fan of 
watercolors usually, but I think her work 
is wonderful. She’s very impressionistic 
in how she approaches it” 


Such praise was a long time coming 
for Tomkow. 

“I was always drawing as a child, but I 
didn’t really do anything with the art,” 
she said. 

As an adult, Tomkow once again 
became interested in developing her 
skill as an artist She began to take some 
art lessons at the YMCA in the 1960s, but 
she said that she was often hesitant to 
spend time painting when there were so 
many other things that needed to be 
done around her home. However, she 
received some advice from a fellow 
artist that resonated with her 

“She said, you can always wash the 
floor, but it will never stay clean for 
more than two days,” said Tomkow. Her 
advisor then pointed out that once it is 
created a work of art could remain 
beautiful forever. 

While she loves the visual impact that 
the paints can provide, Tomkow said 
that she has no desire to paint tradition¬ 
al watercolors. 

“I don’t use opaque watercolors 
except occasionally... and I don’t use a 
lot of earth tones,” she said. “They don’t 
expect these kinds of watercolors. It 
demands that you take a look at it” 

It’s a philosophy that seems to have 
worked for her Tomkow has been a pro¬ 
fessional artist since the early 1980s and 
has earned numerous awards from orga¬ 
nizations such as the National 
Watercolor Society, Watercolor U.S.A. 
and the Michigan Watercolor Society as 
well as recognition in several books and 
art publications.

“Honestly, it raises some good 
questions,” he said. “I think we 
can only imagine what would 
happen to us if (GM) picked up 
and moved - 2,500 people work at 
that facility.” 


With the abatement, Lopez was 
able to retain 89 jobs and create 
six as a result of the abatement 
Abatements provide a tax 
break of 50 percent on the taxable 
value of the improvement or 
expansion. According to state law, 
tax abatements can be granted for 


no longer than 12 years. 

The request for an abatement 
came on the heels of the 
announcement that GM would 
likely cut about 25,000 jobs and 
close factories in the United 
States, according to media 
reports.

someone that’s not wearing a 
seatbelt” 

Click it or Ticket is a 
statewide program run in sever¬ 
al municipalities during two tra¬ 
ditionally dangerous times for 
commuters - Memorial Day 
weekend and Labor Day week¬ 
end. These are times when traf¬ 
fic accident rates rise. Often 
times, an accident that one 
would think of as minor turns 
into a tragedy simply because 
the vehicle occupant was not 
wearing a seatbelt, according to 
state reports. 

But perceptions are slowly 
changing, Decares said. 

“I think the message is finally 


shifting,” he said. 

“People are realizing that 
wearing a seatbelt is much safer 
than not” 

The campaign - and a law 
that makes it a civil infraction 
not to wear a seatbelt in a mov¬ 
ing vehicle - met with success. 
In 2000, seatbelt use in Michigan 
hovered around 70 percent But 
by the next year, seat belt use 
climbed by 13.5 percent, to 83.5 
percent according to figures 
obtained from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration 

.Decares said that as a result 
of the increased patrols, officers 
were able to write 107 other 
moving violations and civil 
infractions.

Because Romulus is an air¬ 
port community, a large num¬ 
ber of drivers pass through the 
city on Merriman every day. 
Those people - many of whom 
are travelers - need to have a 
better impression of the city 7 , 
Motts said. 

‘There’s an amazing amount 
of traffic that comes through 
there,” he said. “Some of those 
people are staying at a hotel 
and then going to the airport - 
this might be the only impres¬ 
sion they have of Metro 
Detroit” 

Tim Keyes, the economic 
development director for 
Romulus, said the Merriman 
Enhancement Project would 
ensure maintenance is done on 
a timely and regular basis 
-which has sometimes been an 
obstacle. 

“What we’re really looking 
for here is continuity,” he said. 
Most of the feedback the city 
has received from local busi¬ 
ness owners on Merriman has 
been positive, he said. 

Road improvements include: 
landscaping, improvements on 
existing structures, additional 


lighting, roadwork and under¬ 
ground power distribution sys¬ 
tem upgrades. The plan could 
continue as far as Ecorse Road, 
though city officials are not sure 
at this point where it will end. 

City estimates indicate the 
project will cost about $1.13 mil¬ 
lion. Starter funds will come 
from a grant from the State 
Department of Transportation 
and the city Tax Increment 
Financing Authority. Ongoing 
maintenance will be financed 
through the special assessment 
district so funds collected can 
be dedicated to the project and 
not diverted elsewhere. 

State law allows municipali¬ 
ties to maintain special assess¬ 
ment districts for up to 10 years. 

Improving the appearance of 
Merriman Road has been a goal 
of city officials for some time. 
The overriding hope is that 
more businesses can be lured 
to the area 

Taxes collected towards the 
project are collected only from 
the business owners within the 
assessment district 

City council members are 
expected to approve the 
improvement plan following 
the required second public 
hearing at 6 p.m. on June 27..

Cystic Fibrosis affects more 
than 30,000 people in the United 
States and the Wayne County 
Community College District 
(WCCCD) is working to bring 
down that number in the future. 

On Saturday, the college will 
host the first-ever Walk for Cystic 
Fibrosis in Belleville. 

“The first time I heard some¬ 
one mention cystic fibrosis I did¬ 
n’t know what it was. 
Coincidently after that, someone 
approached us with the idea to 
host the event at the college so 
now we are,” said April McCray, 
organizer of the event “I did a lot 
of research on it and spoke with 
families who have been affected 
by it, and found out that cystic 
fibrosis really does affect a lot of 
people and not many other peo¬ 
ple know that. It really hit me. 
Now, our goal is to find a cure 
and all the money we raise will 
go toward that” 

According to the Cystic 
Fibrosis Foundation, the disease 
is a genetic one that causes the 
body to produce an abnormally 
thick, sticky mucus that clogs the 
lungs and leads to life-threaten¬ 
ing lung infections. 

“Now, because of the founda¬ 
tion and the research, people 


with the disease are able to live 
longer and live normal lives with 
it,” said McCray. “We want to con¬ 
trol and eventually cure the dis¬ 
ease for everyone that has it” 

The walk will start at 10:30 
am. at WCCCD in Belleville and 
will take participants on a five- 
mile journey through Lower 
Huron Metro Park. Anyone is 
welcome to participate. 

“We want people who have 
cystic fibrosis, who know some¬ 
one who has it, or people who 
just want to support our cause,” 
she said. “It’s going to be an event 
for the whole family” 

McCray said she is hoping to 
generate at least $2,000 and have 
at least 100 people take part 
“We are looking for any kind 
of support, whether it’s dona¬ 
tions, sponsors, or walkers. 
People can show up the day of 
the event to donate or walk,” she 
said. 

College officials hope to con¬ 
tinue the event on a yearly basis, 
along with having the City of 
Belleville recognize the date as 
part of the yearly cystic fibrosis 
awareness month, added McCray.

Money well spent 

At the end of their difficult budget planning sessions, officials in 
the City of Plymouth have something to be proud of and some difficul¬ 
ties to look forward to. 

They can be proud that their efforts produced a balanced budget 
under distressing financial times. True, it wasn't without sacrifice and 
it wasn't without difficult decisions, but that appears to be the growing 
norm in this difficult economy. 

The difficulty, of course, comes with the knowledge that their prob¬ 
lems aren't over They'll face an ever-increasing budget deficit next 
year and the years after under the current tax and funding model 
here in Michigan. 

What to do? 

Well, they took a good step Monday night when they decided to hire 
a firm - or at least investigate the cost to send out a survey to the 
community to find what services are most important and the like. 

Now it might seem a strange thing for a municipality with such 
budget woes to decide to pay someone to conduct this survey, whatev¬ 
er form it ultimately takes. But there’s an old saying that you have to 
spend money to make money; sometimes you have to spend it to save 
it, too. 

A community survey would provide an invaluable tool for the com¬ 
mission - not just during upcoming budget sessions, but during regu¬ 
lar planning sessions, as well. The commission has always done a 
good job, in our tenure, with solicitirit the opinions of and listening to 
the thoughts of residents. Sometimes, though, there’s no substitute for 
having raw, quantified data 

Officials in the City of Plymouth know they’re going to face some 
tough choices in the future. They can be fiscally responsible all they 
want, reduce staff levels as much as they can, re-open labor contracts, 
look for ways to cut down on- utilities and do everything under their 
power to keep costs down and, under the current formula, it still prob¬ 
ably won’t be enough. 

Faced with that kind of economic uncertainty and granted enough 
time to try to head off the worst of it, it only makes sense that they 
gather as much information as they can, when it can do some good. 

It might be costly to conduct this survey. It might prove too costly to 
do otherwise. 

Project is a ‘home run’ 

When most people think about Downtown Development 
Authorities - if they think about them at all - they probably conjure up 
images of brick lined streets, attractive light poles and plenty of land¬ 
scaping 

It virtually goes without saying though, that these images usually 
take form in the central business districts of the various municipali¬ 
ties that employ this useful legislation. Downtown is in the name, 
right? 

Quite so, and that’s why some people may think that these districts 
only provide a benefit to themselves, and not the community as a 
whole. 

That is why we were particularly pleased to find about an improve¬ 
ment project planned within the Wayne Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA), but well outside the boundaries of the central busi¬ 
ness district 

The plan to improve the entrance to one of the largest subdivisions 
in the city is not necessarily a grand one. It calls for some new pave¬ 
ment new sidewalks, some trees and accessory plants, along with a

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Looking in all the wrong places 


I learned something at the Westland City 
Council meeting last night 

The Westland Police Department has a few 
lawn mowers. 

Yep, they do, but they’re not the cool black and 
white retro units I’ve talked about in the past They 
probably don’t have any police decals or sirens on 
them, but they do serve a purpose. They’re for peo¬ 
ple in the police work program to use for projects 
like cutting the lawns of senior citizens, community 
service works. 

It makes sense, when you think of it It also 
makes sense that they will eventually need some 
repair work. Things that are used will break It’s a 
fact of life. It follows that when things break, it will 
cost money to repair them, too, and those funds 
will be allocated within the budget of the depart¬ 
ment That logical sequence still didn’t stop the 
few hundred dollars worth of repairs from becom¬ 
ing a long topic of discussion Monday night 

Sometimes, when these kind of things come up I 
sort of drift into a vacant stare to keep from being 
too obvious in my glances at the clock It’s every¬ 
one’s right to question government expense, after 
all. And if people want to get their jollies by raising 
a few little things up the flag pole, well that’s what 
freedom of speech is all about, right? 

In my opinion, though, that kind of scrutiny is lit¬ 
tle too much. 

Look at it this way: When Mayor Sandra 
Cicirelli was elected -just more than three years 
ago, Westland was in a fairly tenuous position. 
They had an unallocated fund balance of only 



about $200,000 - a figure that 
could be eaten up quickly by 
some relatively minor emer¬ 
gency. 

Since then, the administration and the city 
council have worked to bring that up; they boasted 
a fund balance of about $1.5 million this year - and 
that’s before they receive the funds from two land 
sales that will bring that figure over $2 million. 

That’s not bad. Even the city officials themselves 
will tell you it’s still an uncomfortably low number, 
but it’s an improvement It was also done at a time 
when they have received $2.3 million less in state 
revenue sharing and dealt with the same rising 
costs as everyone else: payroll, gas prices and, most 
notably, insurance increases. If you factor those 
things in, it becomes a pretty remarkable turn¬ 
around. 

And people want to quibble about lawnmower 
repairs and eyeglasses? Well, to each their own, I 
guess. 

Granted, showing this kind of fiscal responsibili¬ 
ty doesn’t mean that city officials should have carte 
blanche to do what they want without any kind of 
oversight It doesn’t mean that we shouldn’t raise 
our hands when something appears out of the ordi- 
nary or excessive, either That’s our job as citizens 
and mine as a member of the media. 

We are talking about relatively minor things in a 
municipality with a budget that nears $60 million 
every year, though. I think the council and the 
administration have earned a little more leeway 
than that

The strawberries are ripe and 
ready to go. 

And from June 17-19, during 
Father’s Day weekend, strawber¬ 
ries along with visitors from 
throughout the area will take 
over the City of Belleville during 
the 29th Annual Belleville 
National Strawberry Festival. 

This year, the festival will 
include live entertainment, origi¬ 
nal crafts, a car show, a pageant, 
a parade, helicopter rides, cami- 
c val rides, food, the fireman’s 
waterball competition and other 
daily events. 

The city-wide festival is locat¬ 
ed in seven areas including: 
Trinity Episcopal Church, 
Belleville Presbyterian Church, 
St Anthony’s Church, Belleville 
High School, Main Street, 
Victory Park and South Middle 
School It will be open from noon 
to 11 p.m on Friday, June 17, 10 
am to 11 p.m on Saturday, June 


18 and noon until 7 p.m. on 
Sunday, June 19. 

The festival originated in 
1976, when local fanners decid¬ 
ed they wanted to start an event 
that celebrated strawberries, 
according to Janet Millard, exec¬ 
utive director of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce. 

“The growers came to the 
chamber of commerce and 
asked to buy the name of the 
National Strawberry Festival. 
They did and the first one was 
held at St Anthony’s Church and 
from there it just blew up,” she 
said. 

“Something that was started 
to show the importance of straw¬ 
berries has grown into an event 
that a big group of people work 
very hard to make happen,” said 
Ralph Nodwell, former director 
of the festival.
